Iraqi Court to Try Saddam 


Nephew of Pentagon favorite Ahmad Chalabi leads tribunal 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraqi leaders named a tribu- 
nal of judges and prosecutors to try Saddam 
Hussein, placing a longtime opponent of the 
ousted dictator at the forefront of the case 
against him and his former Baathist inner 
circle, a spokesman announced Tuesday. 

Salem Chalabi, a U.S.- educated lawyer, 
was named by the Iraqi Governing Council as 
director-general of the all-Iraqi tribunal. He 
is a senior member of Ahmad Chalabi ’s Iraqi 
National Congress, as well as his nephew. 

The choice could prove controversial. 
Ahmad Chalabi, a longtime exile who 


returned to Iraq and was named to the U.S.- 
appointed Governing Council, is mistrusted 
as an outsider by many Iraqis, who are eager 
to see Saddam prosecuted by Iraqis who were 
present under his brutal rule. 

No date has been set for the trial of 
Saddam, who was captured by U.S. troops 
in December and has since been undergo- 
ing CIA and FBI interrogation at an undis- 
closed location in or near Baghdad. 

As INC head, Ahmad Chalabi played 
a leading role in the opposition abroad to 
Saddam, but many Iraqis view him and 


other members of the 
Governing Council as 
American implants. 

A favorite of Pentagon 
war planners, Ahmad 
Chalabi has been a fierce 
proponent of expung- 
ing traces of Saddam’s 
regime. He heads an offi- 
cial De-Baathification Commission that has 
been aggressive in purging Iraqis with links 
to Saddam’s party from government positions 
— so much so that even some U.S. officials 
have complained that it was getting rid of 
needed expertise, louismeixler(ap)

Kerry Camp Releases Military Records 


WASHINGTON! Amid questions about 
his military records, John Kerry’s 
campaign on Tuesday provided doc- 
umentation of Vietnam War inju- 
ries that included shrapnel wounds 
to his arms, legs and buttocks that 
earned him three Purple Hearts. 

Kerry spokesman Michael 
Meehan said the campaign was in

President was worried 
support for war could 
topple P.M., book says 

WASHINGTON! Ten days before the 
beginning of the Iraq War, President 
Bush made an offer to his friend and 
ally, British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, that Bush thought would help 
guarantee Blair’s political surviv- 
al, according to a new book by Bob 
Woodward. 

The offer was this: Instead of 
sending British troops into com- 
bat, Blair could find 
some other way for 
them to serve in the 
war effort. 

Bush made the 
offer, Woodward 
writes in his new 
book, “Plan of 
Attack,” out of concern that anti- 
war feeling in Blair’s own Labor 
Party could lead to his removal as 
party leader. Bush told Blair that 
“my last choice is to have your gov- 
ernment go down. We don’t want 
that to happen under any circum- 
stances. I really mean that.” 

Blair declined the offer. “I said I’m 
with you. I mean it,” Blair replied. 

Bush said they could think of 
another role for the British forces 


— “a second wave, peacekeepers or 
something. I would rather go alone 
than have your government fall.” 

“I understand that,” Blair 
responded, “and that’s good of you 
to say. I said, I’m with you.” 

Bush said he really meant it that 
it would be all right for Blair to opt 
out. “You can bank on that.” 

“I know you do,” Blair said, 
“and I appreciate that. I absolute- 
ly believe in this, too. Thank you. 
I appreciate that. It’s good of you 
to say that,” the prime minister 
repeated in his very British way. 
“But I’m there to the very end.”

Court Hears Detainee Case 


Justices consider fate 
of men held without 
access to U.S. courts 

WASHINGTON I The United States 
has created a “lawless enclave” at a 
military base in Cuba where more 
than 600 men from 44 countries 
are being held without access to 
American courts, a lawyer for the 
men told the Supreme Court on 
Tuesday. 

Attorney John Gibbons said “it’s 
been plain for 215 years” that people 
in federal detention may file peti- 
tions in U.S. courts. 

The prisoners in Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, were mostly picked up 
in the fighting in Pakistan and 
in Afghanistan that toppled the 
Taliban government in the months 
following the Sept. 11 attacks. The 
government has labeled them 
“enemy combatants.” 

Their appeal, the first major 
challenge arising from the U.S. 
war on terror to reach the high 
court, asks a basic legal question: 
Can foreign-born prisoners picked

up overseas and held outside U.S. 
borders use American courts to try 
to win their freedom? 

The Bush administration asserts 
the right to hold and interrogate the 
men as long as necessary, without 
formal charges or the guarantee 
of a trial or access to a lawyer.

are not traditional prisoners of war, 
who would have guaranteed rights 
under the Geneva Convention.

Star Witness Testifies 
In Okla. City Bomb Trial 


Michael Fortier says 
Nichols was involved 
in plotting the attack 

MCALESTER, OKLA. I The prose- 
cution’s star witness in the Terry 
Nichols murder trial began testi- 
fying Tuesday after a judge allowed 
him to discuss the alleged conspir- 
acy between Nichols and Timothy 
McVeigh to bomb the Oklahoma 
City federal building. 

Michael Fortier’s testimony 
focused on how he, Nichols and 
McVeigh met as Army buddies sta- 
tioned together at Fort Riley, Kan. 

Two years after Fortier left the 
Army, McVeigh showed up unan- 
nounced at his home in Kingman, 
Ariz., shortly after the April 19, 
1993, government raid at the Branch 
Davidian compound in Waco, Texas, 
in which about 80 people died. 
McVeigh was upset over the raid. 


The Oklahoma City bombing 
came exactly two years after the 
raid, and prosecutors say it was a 
twisted attempt at revenge. 

Nichols’s attorneys had asked the 
judge to prohibit conspiracy testi- 
mony from Fortier 
because he wasn’t 
charged as a con- 
spirator. 

Judge Steven 
Taylor said evi- 
dence in Nichols’s 
trial indicates there 
was a conspiracy between McVeigh 
and Nichols. He also said that previ- 
ous federal testimony from Fortier 
indicates he was part of that con- 
spiracy. 

Fortier, serving 12 years in pris- 
on for knowing about the bomb- 
ing plot, but not telling authori- 
ties, was brought to the courthouse 
under heavy security Tuesday.

Internet Routers 
Vulnerable to 
Hacker Attacks 

WASHINGTON! Researchers uncov- 
ered a serious flaw in the underlying 
technology for nearly all Internet 
traffic, a discovery that led to an 
urgent and secretive internation- 
al effort to prevent global disrup- 
tions of Web surfing, e-mails and 
instant messages. 

The British government 
announced the vulnerability in core 
Internet technology on Tuesday. 
Left unaddressed, experts said, it 
could allow hackers to knock com- 
puters offline and broadly disrupt 
vital traffic- directing devices, called 
routers, that coordinate the flow 
of data among distant groups of 
computers. 

The Homeland Security 
Department issued its own cyber 
alert hours later that attacks “could 
affect a large segment of the Internet 
community.” It said normal Internet 
operations probably would resume 
after such attacks stopped, (ap)

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon said Tuesday 
that Israel would keep targeting 
Hamas militants after killing the 
group’s last two leaders in helicop- 
ter missile strikes. 

Meanwhile, in the bloodiest fight- 
ing in weeks, Israeli soldiers killed 
four Palestinians in a gunfight in 
the Gaza Strip meant to stop rocket 
attacks on Jewish settlements. 

The barrage of 15 homemade 
rockets over two days was one of 
the largest in months. They exploded 
in blocs of two Israeli settlements, 
wounding one Israeli. 

The rocket fire came in response 
to Israel’s assassination of Abdel 
Aziz Rantisi, leader of the militant 
group, over the weekend. Rantisi 
had replaced Hamas founder Sheik 
Ahmed Yassin, who was killed by 
Israel in March. 

Sharon said the two would not 
be the last to be targeted. “We will 
fight terror and we will not let up 
on them,” he said. 

Israel has said the killings are 
part of its campaign to weaken 
Hamas in advance of a proposed 
pullout from Gaza and parts of the

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Guerrillas fired 
a barrage of mortar rounds at 
Baghdad’s largest prison, killing 
22 prisoners in an attack that a 
U.S. general said may have been 
an attempt to spark an uprising. 

Ninety-two prisoners were 
wounded in the mortar attack on 
the U.S.-run Abu Ghraib prison in 
Baghdad’s outskirts, 25 of them seri- 
ously, said Col. Jill Morgenthaler, a 
U.S. military spokeswoman. 

“This isn’t the first time that 
we have seen this kind of attack. 
We don’t know if they are trying

In August, 
six security prisoners were killed in 
a mortar attack.

R0 M E I Authorities in southern Italy 
seized about 7,500 Kalashnikov 
assault rifles and other combat- 
grade firearms from a ship head- 
ed for New York, officials said 
Tuesday. 

The weapons — AK-47s, AKM 
rifles and machine guns worth 
more than $6 million — were 
found during customs checks. 
They were mixed in with properly 
labeled guns in cargo containers on 
board a Turkish -flagged ship that 
docked at the port of Gioia Tauro, 
a police official said. 

The ship was traveling from 
the Romanian port of Constanta 
to New York. 

Documents accompanying the 
cargo indicated the weapons were 
destined for a company in Georgia, 
the official said. He said police sus- 
pected the arms were being smug- 
gled, and declined to give the name 
of the company in Georgia. 


The rifles were designated com- 
bat weapons because they had bay- 
onets affixed and cartridges that 
held up to 30 rounds, the official 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity. 

The official said the weapons 
were discovered 10 days ago, but 


that police delayed an announce- 
ment until they had carried out 
further checks.

Violence, Stifling Heat 
Mar Elections in India 


Despite dangers, more 
than half of all voters 
show up to cast ballots 

NEW DELHI I Undeterred by kidnap- 
pings, deadly rebel attacks and tem- 
peratures as high as 113 F, Indians 
cast ballots Tuesday in the first day 
of parliamentary elections that are 
expected to return Prime Minister 
Atal Bihari Vajpayee’s governing 
coalition to power. 

Rebels from the disputed prov- 
ince of Kashmir and India’s isolated 
northeast have promised to sabo- 
tage the vote. At least 15 people were 
killed and 18 wounded in attacks 
Tuesday blamed on Islamic mili- 
tants and Maoist rebels. 

The election will be staggered in 


five phases over three weeks end- 
ing May 10 to accommodate the 
country’s 660 million eligible vot- 
ers. Voter turnout Tuesday was 50 
percent to 55 percent, according to 
the Election Commission. 

About 400,000 police and 
troops were deployed to protect 
candidates, voters and poll work- 
ers. Violence is relatively routine 
during Indian elections — at least 
100 people died in the last national 
poll in 1999. 

Opinion polls have predicted 
Vajpayee’s National Democratic 
Alliance will return to power, as 
voters appeared ready to reward 
him for the booming economy and 
the best prospects in years for peace 
with nuclear- armed rival Pakistan.

John Thompson III becomes new Hoyas coach 


COLLEGE BASKETBALL I Hoping 
to revive its basketball program, 
Georgetown hired John Thompson 
III, the son of the only coach to lead 
the Hoyas to a national title. 

The younger Thompson, 
Princeton’s coach since 2000, 
was introduced by Georgetown at 
a news conference Tuesday. 

His father’s 1984 Georgetown 
team, led by Patrick Ewing, beat 


Houston for the NCAA champi- 
onship. Georgetown also reached 
the national title games in 1982 and 
1985 under Thompson, who left the 
team in 1999. 

“I am John Thompson’s son. I 
have been John Thompson’s son 
for 38 years. I’m pretty comfort- 
able being John Thompson’s son,” 
Thompson III said. “The pressure 
that comes along with that — no 


one’s going to put more pressure 
on me than myself.” 

Thompson III replaces Craig 
Esherick, who was 
fired last month 
after a 13-15 season, 
the Hoyas’ worst in 
31 years. 

The younger 
Thompson, 38, Thompson 

led the Tigers to a 

68-42 record over four years, 
including Ivy League titles and 


NCAA tournament berths in 
2000-01 and 2003-04. Princeton 
went 20-8 this season, losing to 
Texas in the first round of the 
NCAA tournament. 

The Hoyas lost their last nine 
games this season, their longest los- 
ing streak since 1971-72, the season 
before the Thompson era began. 

Esherick went 103-74 at 
Georgetown and led the Hoyas to 
one NCAA tournament appearance.

PRO BASKETBALL I LeBron James 
won the NBA Rookie of the Year 
award Tuesday, capping a remark- 
able season in which he revived the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. 

The 19 -year-old guard more 
than lived up to unprecedented 
hype in jumping straight from 
high school to the pros, becom- 
ing the youngest player to receive 
the award. 

James, last year’s No. 1 overall 
draft pick, beat out 
Denver’s Carmelo 
Anthony, his close 
friend. Anthony, 
also 19, played one 
season of college 
basketball, lead- 
ing Syracuse to the 
NCAA championship. 

James received 508 points, 
including 78 of a possible 118 
first-place votes, to become the 
first Cleveland rookie honored. 

Anthony finished with 430 
points — with the other 40 first- 
place votes — in balloting by sports 
writers and broadcasters. Dwyane 
Wade of the Miami Heat was third 
with 117 points. 

James averaged 20.9 points, 
5.5 rebounds and 5.9 assists, join- 
ing Oscar Robertson and Michael 
Jordan as the only NBA rook- 
ies to average at least 20-5-5.

Clarett Takes Case

Live Fast, Die Young 



The biggest, baddest 
brood of cicadas is 
ready. But are you? 

C R I T T E R S I They crouch in tunnels, 
poised to crawl out of the ground, 
shed their skin, open their wings 
and take flight. They’ve lurked 
underground, eating grass roots 
and sucking on tree sap, since they 
hatched in 1987. But despite their 
creepy 17-year gestation and omi- 
nous label, the motives of Brood X 
(as in “10”) cicadas are pure. They’ll 
likely emerge in May, then for the 
next month or so, they’ll hang around 
in trees, screaming, mating and lay- 
ing eggs before they die and leave 
their babies to await 2021. 

Is a cicada like a locust? 

Not at all. A locust is a kind of 
grasshopper; a cicada (si-KAY-dah) 
is a baby- carrot- shaped relative of 
aphids, those tiny green specks that 
live on roses. The 17-year variety 
are an inch and a half or so long, 
with black bodies and red eyes. But 
people have been confusing North 
American cicadas with locusts since 
the 17th century, when European 
settlers saw all the flying bugs and 
thought they were back in Egypt 
under Pharaoh. 

Why the 17-year wait? 

It’s probably a way to get around 


being eaten. There are so many 
— “bazillions,” said University 
of Maryland entomologist Mike 
Raupp — that predators like birds 
and foxes can’t eat them all. In most 
of the world, cicada breeds come 
back every year, like the local dog- 
day cicadas, which emerge each 
August. Nobody knows how these 
particular bugs count to 17. 

Will they be at my house? 

It’s hard to say. They’re predict- 
ed to cover most of the Washington 
metropolitan area. But there will be 
more in suburbs with lots of trees, 
and the number of cicadas varies 
considerably from neighborhood 
to neighborhood. Brood X will 
also grace parts of Pennsylvania, 


Kentucky, Tennessee, Indiana, 
Ohio and a few other states. 

Can they hurt me? 

No. Cicadas are totally uninter- 
ested in humanity. They don’t bite, 
they don’t sting, they don’t want to 
eat your food. However, they’re not 
the precision fighter jets of the ani- 
mal kingdom — they blunder around 
like confused traffic helicopters. So 
they could land on your hair or your 
food. If that sounds bad to you, think 
about the cicada. It doesn’t want to 
be in your hair; it wants to be up in 
a tree having sex. Just brush it off 
and it will go away. 

What about my plants? 

Female cicadas lay their eggs 


in small twigs, which can kill the 
twig. This doesn’t matter to a big 
tree, but may disfigure a very young 
one. Raupp suggests wrapping the 
tree loosely in netting with holes big 
enough for ladybugs to get in and 
eat smaller bugs, but small enough 
to keep out the cicadas. 

What if pets or kids eat them? 

To your dog, cicadas are cocktail 
wieners on the wing. This could be 
the happiest summer of her tail-wag- 
ging life. But too many could cause 
constipation. Same for kids — eat- 
ing one or two, not a big deal. Eating 
more, consider feeding the kid bet- 
ter. Important: Make darned sure no 
one’s using pesticides nearby if your 
tyke has a yen for bug-munching.

Um, I hate bugs? 

Well, you could stay inside until 
July. Bug repellent doesn’t work on 
cicadas. Spraying won’t do anything. 
You might kill a few, but we’re talk- 
ing up to 1.5 million per acre. More 
will fly in. After they mate and die, 
there will be hundreds of dead bod- 
ies under the trees, so avoid walk- 
ing barefoot if you’re easily grossed 
out. The carcasses get mushy after a 
few wet days, said entomologist Gene 
Kritsky of Ohio’s Mount St. Joseph 
College. “If it’s really rank, your feet 
will smell like dead cicadas.” A smell, 
he added, that’s not unlike a strong 
limburger cheese. 

If I can’t beat ’em, can I join ’em? 

Yeah — or eat ’em. UMD’s 
Cicadamaniacs Web site (www 
.urhome.umd.edu/newsdesk/ 
scitech/cicadas.cfm) has recipes 
for cicada dumplings, cicada-rhu- 
barb pie and El Chirper tacos. But 
you can enjoy them without ingest- 
ing them. “It’s gonna be birth, death, 
romance, competition, predation. 
It’s going to be the whole thing,” 
Raupp said. Plus they’re kind of 
fun to play with — if you pick the 
males up, they squeal — and they 
make great cat toys. 

Ohmygod, my wedding is in 
June! And it’s outside! 

Cicada experts get this question 
a lot. You’ll have a lot of noise to 
compete with if your nuptials are 
in a cicada- dense area. A chorus of 
males in a tree (the females don’t 
sing) can be as loud as a jet engine. 
Consider putting up a tent to stop 
the bugs from falling out of trees 
onto people’s heads and definitely 
cover the food. Or, you know how 
at some weddings, they release but- 
terflies instead of throwing rice or 
confetti? Think of this as the free, 
ugly version. 

Is there any cicada art or poet- 
ry I could contemplate? 

Cicadas have been decorat- 
ing pottery and appearing as jade 
amulets for millennia in China. The 
ancient Greeks said that the cicadas 
were men so devoted to the Muses 
that they spent all their time mak- 
ing music; they wasted away and 
were rewarded by being turned into 
bugs. And in Japanese haiku, the 
call of the cicada represents sum- 
mer. As the 17th-century poet Basho 
wrote: From silent temple/voice of 
alone cicada/penetrates rock walls.

The Lost Action Hero 


There’s a dearth 
of super-powered 
women in the movies 

equal TIME I Blockbuster. The 
word just sounds like a superhero, 
doesn’t it? 

Fitting, because smashing box- 
office records seems like part of the 
mission today for the leading men 
of comicbooks. Testosterone seems 
vital to the formula for breaking out 
of the comics subculture and into 
the mainstream. 

But where are the women? 

Stuck in wardrobe, apparently, if 
sneak peeks at Halle Berry’s turn as 
Cat woman are any indication. Her 
dominatrix-meets-metal-chick get- 
up says a lot about the complicated 
— OK, not that complicated — role 
that leading women play in the par- 
allel universe of comics. 

Superheroines, especially, have 
a reputation as lowly spinoffs. 

“All too often they are the side- 
kick of, or the daughter of, or, in 
the case of Supergirl, the cousin 
of” the magically endowed man in 
question, said Trina Robbins, who 
studies all aspects of women’s his- 
tory in comics culture. 

She has written books on the 



subject, including “The Great 
Women Superheroes,” and 
she does a comic called “Go 
Girl!” 

Wonder Woman, 
of course, is the first 
lady of the genre. 

First appearing in 
1941, this Amazon 
princess was fighting Nazis when 
Elektra (the female assassin in last 
year’s “Daredevil”) was still in the 
inkwell. But even though Wonder 
Woman was no spinoff, she still had 
to serve as secretary to the Justice 
Society of America before she could 
become a member. 

“A lot of women love the icon, 
they buy the stationary, but that 
doesn’t mean they read the comic. 
If they did, they probably would be 
horrified,” Robbins said. 

Most in the industry agree that 
the fantasy of superpower can get 
pretty twisted, as it did with the 
rise of semi-nude, ultra-violent 
comics like “Lady Death” and 
“Vampirella.” 

Consider the summary for a 
recent issue of “Femforce,” a pop- 
ular title published by AC Comics: 
“The lead story finds Tara taking 
a waterfall shower when a pesky 
chimp makes off with her top ! The

chase is on to recover the purloined 
bikini, and the resulting romp is a 
pin-up collector’s dream!” 

Independent comics and manga 
books have become a refuge for 
female characters — and readers. 
Yet there’s room for women in some- 
thing smaller than a D-cup. 

For a small core of dedicated 
fans, “Spider- Girl” is the book 
that bucks the superheroine ste- 
reotypes. She’s the strong, smart 
and fully- clothed teen daughter 
of Spider-Man. 

While it’s true that in issue No. 
51, May “Mayday” Parker, the 
hero’s alter ego, was sub- 
jected to the indignity of 
a shower scene, that hap- 
pened during the hiatus of 
regular writer Tom DeFalco. 

A former editor-in-chief of 
Marvel Comics, DeFalco tries to 
fill out Spider- Girl’s personality 
with teen angst and the burden 
of bearing her father’s powers, 
rather than preoccupy himself 
with filling out her uniform. 
“She has the form of a 16 -year- 
old,” DeFalco said. “I used my niece 
as a template. So I told the artist, 
‘Don’t you dare do anything to 
her!”’ john jurgensen (the Hartford

A Prince by Any Name

MUSIC I Though Prince has been 
releasing new music at a steady 
pace for years, he’s done so in rela- 
tive obscurity — for someone who 
used to be a multiplatinum star. 

But now the reclusive singer 
has embarked on a media blitz 
that includes a nationwide tour, 
TV appearances and a new album. 
The newest member of the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame sees his latest 
CD, “Musicology” (NPG Records/ 
Columbia), as his opportunity to 
school the kids on true music in 


an era of sampling, lip -synching 
and nebulous talent. 

The title track, while engaging, 
is a retread of those same James 
Brown-inspired funk grooves he’s 
done in the past. “Illusion, Coma, 
Pimp and Circumstance” sounds 
disjointed and silly, and lacks the 
lyrical wit we’ve come to expect 
from the Purple One. And despite 
the thumping groove of “Life of the 
Party,” it’s not something you’d real- 
ly want to party to. 

But there are some gems here. 
“Call My Name” is another luscious 
ballad that shows Prince is still the 
master of intoxicating pillow talk, 
even as the Jehovah’s Witness has 
cleaned up his naughty act. 


“What Do You Want Me 2 Do?” 
lures you with its mellow, jazzy 
sound, while “Dear Mr. Man” is 
a searing, sobering indictment of 
today’s society that rivals anything 
he’s done in the past. 

But it’s rare his new work reach- 
es the artistic peaks of his previous 
material — and that’s his conun- 
drum. Those old hits, and even 
misses, are still dynamic and inno- 
vative, and you can’t get them out 
of your mind. 

It may not be fair to expect 
Prince to keep topping himself. But 
he’s the one who spoiled us with his 
musical genius. So we do expect him 
to teach us something new. r

Josh Malina adds conflict to The West Wing’ 


under THE RADAR I The vice pres- 
ident’s top aide, Will Bailey, is 
explaining the “talking points on 
the VP’s energy speech” to White 
House press secretary C. J. Cregg 
so she can help him “control the 
media.” 

Their exchange is typical of the 
complex and often cynical ping-pong 


of information that bounces about 
the fictional halls of power on NBC’s 
“The West Wing.”

Malina’s first appearance as Bailey, 
who irked the powers that be by run- 
ning a congressional campaign for 
a dead man.

Richard Schiff, 
who co-stars as Communications 
Director Toby Ziegler, is directing 
for the first time and the cynical 
Ziegler and the opinionated Bailey 
have been in conflict. 

“Luckily we don’t get along in 
real life,” Malina joked. 

“The Promise,” airs tonight at 
9 p.m., beginning a four-episode 
story arc that ends the series’ fifth 
season.

Incentives are on 
the rise as dealers 
compete for buyers 

BUYING I Cash rebates, low-inter- 
est loans and other new- car incen- 
tives reached an average $2,379 per 
vehicle in March, up 6.4 percent 
from a year ago, according to 
a study released Monday. 

And while domestic auto- 
makers set the pace with various 
rebates and reduced lease rates aver- 
aging $3,250, European and Asian 
automakers were forced to boost 
their bait to stay competitive. 

Even companies whose prod- 
ucts are in high demand, including 
Toyota Motor Corp. and BMW, are 
finding it necessary to offer incen- 
tives. “Customers just expect it. The 
incentive is part of the whole sales 
process now,” said Jesse Toprak,

pricing and market analysis direc- 
tor at Edmunds.com, the Internet 
automotive information service that 
conducted the study. 

The brands offering the biggest 
lures last month were GM’s Cadillac 
and Oldsmobile divisions, at $4,339 
and $4,332 per vehicle, followed by 
Ford’s Lincoln at $4,094 and the 


Chrysler brand with $3,977- 
All that might sound like good 
news for consumers, but dealers and 
market analysts say incentives do 
little to lower the final cost of a new 
car, sport utility vehicle or truck. 
Edmunds’s study shows that the 
average new-vehicle sales price in 
March was $25,024 — up 5.2 per- 


cent from $23,787 a year earlier. 

A key reason, dealers say, is that 
consumers use the incentives to add 
options and other features that 
boost the total cost of their car. 

And as financing terms get 
more liberal, with six- and seven- 
year loans gaining a foothold in the 
market, many buyers are using the 
new incentives to help trade in older 
cars with big loan balances to bu)/ 
something new.

A New Lease on Life 


An orphaned sedan comes out from Suzuki 


TEST DRIVE I The 2004 Suzuki 
Verona doesn’t look like the lowest- 
priced, six- cylinder, mid-size sedan 
on the market. It doesn’t look like a 
car that was plucked from a now- 
bankrupt company, either. 

But the new Verona — Suzuki ’s 
first mid-size sedan — has a 
$1 6,999 manufacturer’s suggest- 
ed retail price, including destina- 
tion charge, that undercuts even 
six- cylinder, mid- size sedans from 
Hyundai and Kia. 

The Verona was once part of the 
product plans of Daewoo Motor 
Corp. before the South Korean 


automaker went bankrupt a few 
years ago. 

Despite all its global tendrils, it’s 
nice to see the Verona has pleas- 
ing styling — something you might 
expect from Honda — and a com- 
fortable, mainstream ride. 

There’s nothing overdone in the 
outside design. There’s also noth- 
ing that makes the car jump out as 
particularly memorable. 

The interior treatment, how- 
ever, is impressive. The test car, 
a top -of- the -line Verona EX with 
a $20,499 price tag, had leather- 
trimmed seats and upscale, tex- 


tured ceiling fabric. 

Power came on readily and 
smoothly to move the 3,380 -pound 
car into traffic efficiently. With two 
passengers inside, the Verona didn’t 
seem to lose steam. 

The front- drive Verona keeps a 
lot of road bumps away from pas- 
sengers, even as the ride doesn’t feel 
overly soft or floaty. Only severe pot- 
holes brought sharp jolts. 

The test car had 16 -inch tires 
that imparted some road noise, but 
it was not intrusive. 

Suzuki also is selling a second car 
that came via Daewoo. The compact 
Suzuki Forenza debuted last fall as 
a 2004 model, ann m. job (ap)

What was the motive behind writ- 
ing this book? 

The most important decision 
President Bush made is launching 
the war and the invasion of Iraq. I 
have attempted to find out how and 
why he did. It covers more than two 
years of his presidency and I was 
able to get perhaps as much new 
information about what really hap- 
pened as I have had in any of the 12 
books I’ve done. 

You said that you “wanted to get the 
book done before the election and 
the high election season,” but later 
said you aren’t trying to influence 
anything. Could you please explain? 
P.S. Who is Deep Throat? 

A book with such detail and inti- 
mate accounts of what happened 
inevitably will get caught in the 
partisan crossfire, as it already 
has. The partisan crossfire gets 
more intense each week up to the 
election and I did not want to be 
caught in that crossfire more than 
necessary. 

P.S. Someone finally was will- 
ing to ask. 

Was your book “Bush at War” basi- 
cally a less critical book that let you 
establish a trusting relationship 
with the administration so this book 
could explore the flawed ideological 
nature of the Bush White House? 

That is not the case. This book, 
“Plan of Attack,” is not a one-dimen- 
sional portrait of the president or 
the administration. People are going 
to read it very differently depend- 
ing on what they bring to the book. 
I was surprised and frankly some- 
what happy that both the Bush/ 
Cheney campaign and the Kerry 
campaign have put the book on 
the recommended reading lists 
on their Web sites.
